1. This is in response to a letter for patent filed on January 14^^, 2002, in which claims 1-30 
are presented for examination. Claims 1-30 are pending in the letter. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statements filed on 01/14/2002 comply with the provisions of 
MPEP § 609.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

4. Claims 1, 14 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Lee et 
al (^'learning Robot Behaviors by Evolving Genetic Programs'^ 2000). 
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As per claims 1, 14 and 27, Lee et aL teaches a robot for executing a robot control 
program module, the robot receiving a new robot control program module from a communication

2872, particularly fig. 7); and inherently, any operating system can be used in the system. 

Allowable Subject Matter

The prior art of record fail to teach or fairly suggest selector means for selecting a robot 

control program module to be executed from a robot control program module originally included

other features of the claimed invention.
